MITTED CAPTURE OF 30,000 PERSONS WHO WERE ATTEMPTING 
TO CROSS BORDER ILLEGALLY. ND CITED "US-AMERICAN 
MILITARY POLICEMEN" AS SAYING THAT DEVICE INSTALLED 
ALONG "THIS 3200 KILOMETER BORDER SECTION" IS SO SENSI- 
TIVE THAT IT SHOWS EVERYTHING WHICH DISTURBS IT. (INSIDE- 
PAGE ELABORATION DOES ADMIT, HOWEVER, THAT "GEOPHONE"

NEAR CHULA VISTA, CALIFORNIA.) STORY ALSO QUOTES "OFFICER OF U.S.

3. ABOVE ND ARTICLE NOT ONLY FAILS TO MENTION NATIONALITY 
OF ILLEGAL BORDER CROSSERS, BUT IS FURTHER WRITTEN IN 
FASHION TO CONVEY IMPRESSION TO READERS THAT BARRIER 
DIRECTED AGAINST CROSSERS TO, NOT FROM, MEXICO. 

REFERENCES TO U.S. BORDER PATROL AS "BORDER TROOPS" AND 
TO MILITARY POLICE LIKEWISE APPEARS INTENDED TO CONVEY 
SIMILARITY TO EAST GERMAN PARAMILITARY UNITS ALONG GDR 
BORDERS. 

4. MENTION OF ELECTRONIC BARRIER ALONG US-MEXICAN BORDER 
AS WELL AS ALLEGED PLANS FOR ATOMIC MINES AT FRG-GDR 
BORDER WAS PRESUMABLY MEANT TO SHOW THAT OTHER COUNTRIES 
EMPLOY MEANS AT THEIR BORDERS NO LESS SEVERE THAN GDR.
